that readers will write 
asking me to name the best 
vitamin preparations and 
where to buy them and how 
to take them. I know of 
nothing more exaggerated 
and less reasonable than 
the modern craving for 
vitamins in pill and tablet 
form. 


Vitamins come from foodstuffs, 
which is where they wefe first 
observed and discoyered.. Many 
of them have now been .chemi- 
cally identifed and can be 
manufactured. There Is no 
actual difference between the 
notural and the synthetic 
vitamins, 


Normal people who can and 
will eat an appropriate dict 
have no need to buy vitamins 
in artificial form.

RIGHTS AND DUTIES 

Mr Justice Hogan sald that it 
gave him very great pleasure to 
approve, admit and enrol cach 
ef them as a solicitor of the 
Supreme Court of Hongkong.

“It will be your duty to ad- 
vise your clients wisely, bear- 
ing jn mind at the same time 
your responsibility to the com- 
munity as a whole; it would also 
be your duty to assist tho Courts

eae come before oem are 

presented and properly 
tried. 

“You cach bear a namo which 
has ciready carned honour and 
respect in Hongkong. In the 
firm bellef that you will your- 
sclveg ndd to that honour and 
respect and that you. will fatth- 
fully dischorge the duties which 
I have just mentioned, I have 
very greze pleasure in wishing 
you both abundant happiness 
and suécesy in the profession 
which you have chosen,”
